New bid to get 
Paisley housing 


The proposed Paisley Housing Commission estate has taken 
one step closer to reality this month with moves by the Board of 
Works to rezone the old briquette dump. 


The board has told the Altona Council it intends amending the present 
status of the land to “reserved living.” 


“The old SEC briquette 
dump is bounded by 
Mason and Mills streets 
and Blenheim and Ross 
Y roads. 

Paisley High School 
and Lynch Reserve abut 
the area. 

The Altona Council, 
discussing the rezoning 
proposal unanimously 
agreed on a motion by 
Crs. Pat Lynch to oppose 
it. 


.Councilfors lashed out 
against the Housing Com- 
mission plan early last 
year, when the fire bri- 


gade reported that 17 
fires had broken out on 
the Jand during summer. 


In 1974, the Housing 
Commission’s plans for 
the 135-acre site were 
turned down by the 
Board of Works and the 
Town Planning Appeais 
Tribunal. 


The commission ap- 
pealed again in August 
last year and was turned 
down by the tribunal. 

Summing up its reas- 
ons for the decision, the 
tribunal rébuked the 
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commission for not revis- 
ing its 1974 plans. 

Those apposing the 
proposal were supported 
by the tribunal in their 
demands that the estate 
should provide an “ade- 
quate” buffer zone be- 
tween the housing and 
neighboring industry. 

The commission last 
year was still presenting 
plans without the re- 
quired buffer zone. 


However, Altona Coun- 
cil believes the 
commission will put for- 
ward new plans some 
time this year. 


Altona was supported 
in its opposition to the 
estate by Williamstown 
Council, PRA, the board 
and the Environment 
Protection Authority. 

One of the council's 
main arguments before 
the tribunal last-year was 
the zoning of the land. 

Now the board plans to 
rezone it for housing. It is 








expected to support the 
estate if the commission’s 
new plans are to its 
specifications. 

The Altona Council’s 
reply to the board’s letter 
sending the proposed 


zoning  amendement 
Stated: 
“That in accordance 


with council’s opposition 
to the Housing Commis-' 
sion development. of the 
area, council objects to 
the proposed zoning of 
reserved living. .

HOCK: ‘should be. in brilliant condition, 
pale to light straw in color and preferably 
with a. slight. greenish tinge. Light- to 
medium bodied yet soft and fresh and with 
a clean after-taste. 


RIESLING: similar characteristics . to 
Hock but with some sweetness and more 
distinctive grape character. 


SAUTERNES: white table wine of 
straw to light gold in color.

CLARET: dry red-table wine which may 
vary from fairly dark to light red accord- 
ing to age and from light to medium in 
body.

BURGUNDY: a dry red table wine simi- 
lar in color and body to a claret but softer 
and with a lower acidity.

WHITE MUSCAT: color light golden to 
deep amber with a distinct muscat bouquet 
and palate. Should be full-bodied, soft and 
round and yet firm enough not to be sickly. 


RED MUSCAT: color medium to dark | 
red. Full-flavored with some astringency 
on the finish, 


RUBY PORT: color medium to dark red. 
Bouquet and palate should -be full and 
fruity. Finish should be firm and astringent 
leaving no lingering sweetness, 


TAWNY PORT: pale red with a distinct 
amber. tinge. Bouquet fruity and aromatic, 
palate full and soft with distinct dryness 
on the finish. Some flavor of oak tannin 
from the maturing wood is desirable. 


PALE DRY FINO SHERRY: color straw 
to pale golden and bouquet characteristic 
of flor sherry. Flavor light and dry without 
excessive. acidity or astringency but with 
some oak character. Has a nutty after- 
taste. 


AMONTILLADO SHERRY: color golden 
to light amber. Bouquet similar to pale dry 
sherry but more aromatic. Palate fuller and 
softer than pale dry with some oak astrin- 
gency. Nutty after-taste. 


- BROWN OLOROSO SHERRY: color 
amber to deep amber. Fruity and aromatic 
in bouquet. Palate soft and round but. with 
firm oak tannin finish. 


CHAMPAGNE: color should be pale to 
light straw. Should have good acidity and 
not be too light in body. Bouquet should 
be fresh, fruity. The wine should be fairly 
dry but show no astringent finish. Bubbles 
should be fine and persistent. 

SPARKLING BURGUNDY: should be 
light to medium ruby in color and bouquet 
should be fruity. Full flavor and body with 
some sweetness but with dry finish. As with 
champagne, bubbles should be fine and per- 
sistent.

Watching her housekeeping budget 
comes as naturally to the average 
Australian housewife as washing the 
dishes after dinner. If she spends too 
much on one item then; quite clearly, 
she has to make up for it by saving on 


another. 
With wine, this siting us to the question of 
buying ,wine by the flagon — an increasingly 


popular practice as the statistics relating to wine 
consumption show. 


Flagons and “bag in a box” wines are a boon.” 


The wine in them is good — make no mistake 
about it —- and the economy behind them is sound. 
With some wines, buying by the flagon works 
out cheaper than buying a bottle of beer. 

But, every once in a while, thase in the Aus-. 
tralian wine industry hear a plaintive cry: “I 
bought a flagon of wine and it went off”. 

The answer is “Of course it did if you opened 
the flagon and left it too long with the air to get 

, at it”. 

Let us take, first of all, buying sherry by the 
flagon. 

Sherry is a fortified wine. That’s to say, it 
has had a small quantity of brandy or grape spirit 
added to it by. the winemaker, and, among the 
qualities grape spirit has, is to act as a preserva- 
tive, 


A flagon (or bottle) of sherry once opened will 
not “go off’. ~ 


It_ will last for a very tong time — just as, 
Port and Muscat and Madeira and the other forti- 
fied wines will, 


With unfortified wines it’s a different story. 
The unfortified wines are the table wines like 
hock and chablig and claret and burgundy. These, 


when once opened, stand in danger of oxidisation, 
of being | ruined by contact with, the air. 


So you've bought a flagon of claret or bur- 
gundy or chablis or hock and you want to keep it. 


What do you do to prevent it “going off”? 


Have ready two clean and dry wine bottles 
and two corks from sherry bottles — the sort of 
cork with a flange to the top. As soon as you open 
the flagon, decant from the flagon into the first 
bottle. Fill it so that ‘there is about half an inch 
of space between the wine and the cork and then 
cork well. Place it, lying flat, in the refrigerator. . 


Then do the same with the second bottle. 


-. By now you should have about a bottle of 
wine left in the flagon. Drink this with your meal. 
If any is still left, store it in a smaller bottle with 
(here’s a good tip!) a few drops of olive oil on 
top to seal it. This you use for cooking: purposes. 


How long will these wines keep? 


_ As a rule, white wines are meant to be drunk 
fairly soon ~~ certainly within a few days. The 
red wines will keep a little longer. But not too 
ong. 


The best way to treat opened wine like this 
is as you would MILK. And any sensible house- 
wife knows the difference between milk kept 


has a bouquet of its own 
and the space of air be- 
tween the liquid’s level 
and the brim of the glass 
allows this bouquet to 
come through. Fill to 
bout -two-thirds so that 
the glass may be twirled 
}from time to time and the 
aroma released. 

For the serving of for- 
mal meals, a full range of 
glasses may be- desirable 
but most hostesses man- 
age adequately with two 
types — or perhaps three . 
If sherry is being taken 
before dinner and port 
afterwards their own par-

How. wines 
get their 
names — 


The majority of names given to 
wines — claret, champagne, sherry 
and so on — are generic names. They 
derive from those parts of Europe 
where the wines were first made. 


This means that a similar type of wine made 
in other countries still carries the French (or 
German, Spanish or Portuguese) name origin- 
ally given it, so that there are Australian cham- 
pagnes, Californian sherries and South African
